mission to put into effect on Monday January 27, at midnight, a new scale 
of zones and rates, considerably lower than the tariffs which had previously 
b«en filed. If the permission to put the modified rates into effect is not 
granted by the Public Service Commission before midnight on Monday the 
first scale, over which the patrons of the company have been up in arms, will 
b« made effective.
